Claims 1-27 are rejected under 35 USC §112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which the applicant regards 
as the invention. 

Consistent with the proposed amendment derived in the Examiner Interview held April 12, 
2005 all independent claims have been amended in a similar manner. Therefore, as indicated in the 
interview summary sheet this amendment overcomes the 35 USC § 1 1 2, second paragraph, rejection. 
Therefore, withdrawal of the rejection of Claims 1-27 under 35 USC §112, second paragraph, is 
respectfully requested.
